January  16,  1991,  marks  the  first  day  of  war  between  the  United 
Coalition  and  Iraq.  Since  August  2,  1990,  American  troops  have 
been  in  Saudi  Arabia  protecting  its  government  from  an  overthrow 
by  Iraq.  According  to  the  KNOXVILLE  NEWS  SENTINEL,  in 
November  1990  President  Bush  increased  the  amount  of  troops  in 
Saudi  Arabia.  In  August,  there  were  230,000  troops,  and  by  No¬ 
vember  there  were  400,000  troops  in  the  Middle  East.  When 


American  troops  were  first  sent,  the  unit  was  called  “Desert  Shielc 
We  were  shielding  Kuwait  and  Saudi  Arabia  from  Iraq.  On  Janua 
16th,  the  unit  changed  its  name  to  “Desert  Storm.”  This  chan 
signifies  our  entering  a  stormy  war  that  might  last  for  an  unkno\ 
amount  of  time.

The  1990-1991  basketball  season  was  one  of  ups  and  downs. 
Finishing  with  an  overall  record  of  18-16,  the  Tigers  surprised 
many  people  after  being  5-10  at  the  Christmas  break. 

The  Tigers  opened  the  season  with  Montreat-Anderson,  where 
first-year  Coach  Rick  Hughes  had  previously  coached.  The  Tigers 
dropped  the  game  in  a  heartbreaker  104-102.  The  first  semester  was 
not  kind  to  the  Tigers  as  suspensions,  injuries,  and  other  drawbacks 
hurt  the  team.

The  Hiwassee  Tiger  Stalks  Its  Prey  in  the  College  Bowl  Jungle. 


Three  of  the  battle-hardened  veterans  of  last 
year’s  winning  college  bowl  team  came  back 
in  the  fall  of  1990  with  great  expectations  for 
this  school  year.  Adam  Abbott,  John  Hooper, 
and  team  captain  Liddell  Kirk  recruited  some 
new  talent  early  in  Tracy  Garee  and  John 
Acuff  —  both  of  whom  proved  themselves  at 
the  team’s  first  tournament  at  Motlow  State. 
Acuff  answered  the  winning  question  to  defeat 
Motlow  on  its  home  ground  and  place  second 
in  the  tournament  (losing  the  championship 
game  to  Dalton  College).  Other  Hiwasseans 
participating  in  this  tournament  included  Keith 
and  Kevin  Webb,  Mark  Landis,  and  Todd 
Witt. 

As  winter  rolled  around,  John  Acuff  left  for 
Fort  Knox  in  service  of  his  country  and  the 
Hiwassee  team  was  reorganized.  The  next 
tournament  was  the  Region  #5  tournament  at 
Lee  College  (organized  by  Dalton  College). 
Liddell  Kirk,  Adam  Abbott,  John  Hooper, 
Mark  Landis,  Todd  Witt,  and  Tracy  Garee 
participated.  The  team  did  very  well  here  also 
but  was  disappointed  to  lose  to  their  hard  rival 
since  February  1990  —  Motlow  State.  Vows 
of  revenge  were  sworn  as  the  team  looked 


forward  to  its  last  tournament. 

That  came  in  March  at  Berry  College  in 
Rome,  Georgia.  It  was  the  toughest  competi¬ 
tion  ever  faced  by  this  Hiwassee  team.  All  the 
heavyweights  were  there  —  the  biggest  names 
in  the  Southeastern  United  States  junior  col¬ 
lege  bowl.  Among  the  most  fearsome  of  these 
monsters  of  college  bowl  were  all  the  old  ri¬ 
vals  —  Motlow,  Dalton,  Martin  Methodist, 
Oxford,  and  Gadsden,  among  others.  The  Ti¬ 
ger  would  eat  well  that  night.  Team  members 
Liddell  Kirk,  Adam  Abbott,  John  Hooper, 
Mark  Landis,  and  Tracy  Garee  were  hungry 
for  the  kill  —  and  kill  they  did.  None  of  the 
above  mentioned  rivals  escaped  the  jaws  of  the 
Tiger  this  time.  They  all  went  down,  one  by 
one.  Most  of  the  mightiest  beasts  in  the  college 
bowl  jungle  were  ripped  to  shreds.  Hiwassee 
ended  up  4th  among  14  teams  —  as  a  few 
were  able  to  escape  the  great  hunter.  But  the 
Tiger’s  belly  was  full  from  the  consumption 
of  the  prey  it  wanted  most.  Liddell  was  again 
recognized  as  one  of  the  most  outstanding 
players  in  the  tournament  and  was  offered  an¬ 
other  scholarship.  Tracy  was  also  offered  a 
scholarship. 


In  the  fall  of  1989,  Liddell  Kirk,  John 
Hooper,  Lonnie  Long,  and  Jim  Swabe  came 
to  Hiwassee  fresh  from  making  a  small  rural 
high  school  (Madisonville)  feared  among  the 
largest  and  most  powerful  forces  of  high 
school  quiz  bowl  in  the  region  and  from  seiz¬ 
ing  7th  place  in  the  Southeastern  Champion¬ 
ship  Tournament  in  Atlanta.  In  an  effort  to 
create  a  team  for  Hiwassee  and  raise  it  to  the 
highest  ranks  of  glory  in  junior  college  bowl, 
they  recruited  the  aid  of  some  learned  and 
dedicated  teachers  at  Hiwassee  —  Dr.

The  College  Chorle  is  composed  of  forty  to  fifty  members  that  perform  at  churches  and 
schools  throughout  the  year.

The  FFA  is  a  national  organization  founded  in  1928.  It  is 
the  oldest  youth  organization  in  the  nation  other  than  the  Boy 
Scouts.  Hiwassee’s  FFA  chapter  is  two  years  old,  founded 
by  Bryan  Loveday  and  Randy  Nelson  last  year. 

The  FFA  chapter  has  several  goals.  One  is  to  promote  a 
better  view  of  agriculture.  As  President  Bryan  Loveday  states, 
“Agriculture  is  not  all  cows  and  plows.  There  is  much  more 
involved.”  He  explains  that  “30  percent  of  industry  in  Amer¬ 
ica  is  agriculturally  related.  Of  that  30  percent,  about  2  percent 
is  actual  production  farming;  the  remaining  28  percent  in¬ 
volves  other  areas,  such  as  sales  and  services,  marketing,  and 
research. 

Another  goal  of  the  FFA  chapter  is  to  prepare  young  people 
to  assume  positions  of  responsibility  and  leadership  for  the 
industry  of  tomorrow.  To  help  achieve  this  goal,  a  future 
project  of  the  chapter  is  to  promote  leadership  workshops  in 
the  FFA  chapters  of  area  high  schools. 

A  third  goal  is  to  promote  conservation  through  good 
farming  practices,  such  as  rotating  crops  and  preventing  soil 
erosion.  As  Bryan  states,  FFA  members  advocate  “how  to 
properly  use,  not  abuse,  pesticides  and  herbicides.” 

The  main  project  completed  this  year  by  the  chapter  was 
clearing  and  removing  pine  trees  behind  Dr.  Howard’s  res¬ 
idence.  Members  properly  and  efficiently  cleared  the  trees  and 
trimmed  the  brush  in  order  to  provide  an  exceptional  view  of 
the  mountains  from  the  Howard’s  home. 

Our  FFA  chapter  is  providing  a  great  promotional  tool  for 
recruitment  of  students  to  Hiwassee.  President  Fritz  has  sent 
out  letters  to  agricultural  programs  in  high  schools  to  inform 
prospective  students  of  the  FFA  collegiate  chapter  here. 

The  organization  provides  members  with  a  sense  of  pride 
through  national  conventions,  the  FFA  NEW  HORIZONS 
magazine,  and  a  catalog  of  official  items,  such  as  T-shirts, 
jackets,  jewelry,  and  even  sunglasses.

A  familiar  name  in  the  NHL  is  Wayne 
Gretzky.  Gretzky,  who  traded  from  the 
Oilers  to  the  L.A.  Kings,  won  his  eighth 
Ross  Trophy  as  scoring  leader  with  142 
points  and  102  assists.  The  Edmonton  Oil¬ 
ers,  in  their  eleventh  season  in  the  National 
Hockey  League,  won  the  Stanley  Cup  for 
the  fifth  time.  They  defeated  the  Boston 
Bruins  four  games  to  one.

Dr.  Carol  Luther  speak  on  “Emily  Dickinson  and  the  Men  in  Her 
Life.”  Dr.  Luther,  who  has  been  here  at  Hiwassee  for  twelve  years, 
earned  her  B.A.  degree  in  English  from  Emory  &  Henry  College, 
graduating  summa  cum  laude,  her  M.A.  at  Vanderbilt  University, 
and  her  Ph.D.  in  English  at  Emory  University  in  December  of 
1989. 

Dr.  Luther  enjoys  a  distinguished  career.  As  part  of  her  teaching 
assignment  at  Hiwassee,  she  teaches  honors  English,  and  she  is 
co-director,  with  Professor  Joe  Lowry,  of  the  Theatre  Hiwassee. 
During  her  student  days  at  Emory  &  Henry,  she  had  been  active  in 
drama  and  had  contributed  to  its  literary  magazine.  At  Emory  Uni¬ 
versity  she  served  as  assistant  editor  for  the  graduate  school  journal 
MIND  AND  NATURE. 

Dr.  Luther  wrote  her  dissertation  on  Emily  Dickinson,  which  is 
entitled  “Mutability  and  the  Moment  in  the  Poetry  of  Emily  Dickin¬ 
son.”  Her  lecture  on  the  men  in  Dickinson’s  life  was  both  in¬ 
formative  and  very  entertaining.  We  thank  her  for  sharing  this 
knowledge  with  us.
